“Provided further that calcium, potasium Or sodium fu- 
rocyanidc may be used as crystal modifiers and anti-caking 
agent in vacuum evaporated salt in a quantity not exceeding 
10 mg/kg singly or in combination expressed as ferrocyanme”. 

5. In Appendix ‘B'of the said rules,— 

(a) after item A.16.14, the following ilemshallbc inserttd, 
namely:— 

“A.16.15—Fruit jelly nvans the product prepared by boil¬ 
ing th; fruit orits pieces withor without water straining, mix¬ 
ing the strained and clear juice extract wiih sugar and boiling 
the/nixture to a stage at which it, willnot set to form clear 
gol. Thi product shall,be transparent well-set, but not too 
stiff and should have thi original flavour of the fruit. 

It] may conta in sugar, dextrose, invert sugar Or liquid 
glucose, herbs spices, honey, fruit essence and flavours, dried 
fruits, ascorbic acid, citric acid, and preservatives. It shall 
be free from artificial sweetening agents. It shah show no sign 
of fermentation. It shall not conta in less than 45 percent of 
the named fruit. Total soluble solids w/w shall noi be less J 
than 68 per cent. It shall be free from extraneous plant raatc- 
rieals, bleached or discoloured or bruised fruit material. The 
product shall be clear and shall contain no burnt defects. 

A.16,16—Pickles means the preparation made from sound 
clean, rawor sufficiently mature fruits or vegetables or a com- 
binatior or both, free from insect damage or fungas attack. 
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It shall contain fruit and/or vegetable and a liquid or semi¬ 
solid packing medium ccnsisu'rg r.f iwo t r mere of the fol¬ 
lowing combination with salt, spices and condimtnts. The 
pickle may contain onion, garlic, ginger, sugar, jaggery, edible 
oils, spices oil, musta d seed o powder, vegetable ir.g ti i< r.tp, 
asafoetida, turnmeric pepper, bcr.gai gram, lime 
j rice, gr.-en chillies, fenugreek, vinegar, citrus juice and dried 
fruits, 

1. Combinations:— 

(i) Pickles in citrus juice ot brine: The percentage of salt 
in the covering liquid shall bt r.ot lets then lOpercent when 
salt is used as a major preserving agair. IMich packed in 
citrus juice, acidity of the covering liquid Shall be r.ot less than 
2 per cent calculated as citric acid. 

(ii) Pickles in Oil; The fruit 0t Vegetable percentage in the 
final product shall not be less than 60 pet cent, the pickle 
shall be covered with Oil eC ajtofotmalayrrOfr.Oi lessihan 
0.5 gm above the contents or the percentage of oil in the 
pickle shall be not less than 10 percent, 

A.16.17—Pickle in vinegar! Pickle In vinegar rritfefis the 
preparation from sound, clean, raw or sufflcitntly matured 
fruits or vegetable freetrom insect damage or fungus attack, 
which have been cured in brine or dry sap or (salted and dried 
stack with or without natural fermentation. It shall contain 
vinegar. It may contain sugar, Whole or ground or senii- 
ground, spiceSidried ftuits, green and red chillies, ginger and 
other ingredients suitable to the product. The percentage of 
acidity of the fluid portion shall be not less than 2 pfr_ cent 
weight/wiight calculated as acetic acid. 

The drained weight of the product shall be not less than 60 
per cent Th; fluid portion of the pickle which Is vinegar 
shall not contain any ingredients other than spices, salt and 
sugar.
